Indeed, 
France is in difficulties in 
Algeria just as much be- 
cause she is protecting the 
interests of the Moslems as 
those of the Europeans. The 
latter have often asserted 
that if the matter were left 
to them they could soon 
setile the problem by them- 
selves, If it were a matter 
of France wanting to make 
@ simple military conquest 
and fight battles there 
against the Moslems, she 
could do it with perhaps 


50 090 to 100,000 men. That 


she had 400.000 there is an 
indication that she is en- 
gaced in a primarily poli- 
tical mission of pacifica- 
tion. 

The policy of France in 
Algeria remains one of 
cease-fire and elections. 
The fact that this is so vio- 
lently rejected by the Arab 
leadership there is based 
on a fear that elections 
may not give them, even at 
the hands of Moslem vot- 
ers, the dictatorial powers 
they are seeking. 

Because of these com- 
lexities the Algerian pro- 

lem will be with France 
for a long time and will 
therefore enforce a sober 

ecision on the economic 
reforms inside France. The 
new Premier is the type 
man who might push 
or some progress on this 
thorny issue.

ISS Deborah Kaplan has 

written a searching and 
critical study of the problem 
of the Arab refugees in its 
legal and political as well as 
its humanitarian aspects It 
is her theme that this prob- 
lem, which has bedevilled the 
international situation in the 
Middie East since 1948, does 
not come within the catego- 
ries of the refugees defined 
in conventions of the League 
of Nations and the UN. but 
is sui generis.
